DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Election 

The examiner is in receipt of applicant's response to election requirement mailed 
5/12/2005, which was received 6/13/2005. Acknowledgement is made to the election of 
claims 1 1 and 12 found in Group II I A with traverse. Applicant argues that that there 
would not be a serious burden on the examiner since Groups III and V are also in class 
705, subclass 27. In response the examiner notes that the search is not confined to just 
the class and subclass. On the contrary, the examiner is required to search all classes, 
foreign and Non-patent literature to assure that relevant art is not over looked. 
Considering that the restriction is applied a-priori it would be difficult to ascertain the 
significance of the burden placed on the examiner. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 



over Gagnon (6,769,018) in view of Official Notice. 
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In regards to claim 11, Gagnon teaches all the features of the instant claim (see 
summary) except that the content is received from a first server. It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention provide 
the information over the internet rather than taking the information of a printed article 
and input the link into a web browser, since it has been held that broadly providing a 
mechanical or automatic means to replace a manual activity which accomplishes the 
same result involves only routine skill in the art. In re Venner, 120 USPQ 192. 

In regards to claim 12, Gagnon teaches displaying links to web pages via an 
accessed web site, but does not specifically mention that a request is made for 
transmitting at least one of a next page request, previous page request, and a specific 
page number request to the first server; and receiving one of the next page request, 
previous page request, and specific page request from the first server. It was old and 
well known in the art at the time of the invention to present page selections and forward 
and backward capability for selecting which web page to select. It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to include 
in Gagnon the use of page indexing, because this would permit efficient navigation of 
the article or information without having to display all the information on one page, thus 
giving the information more of the feel of the actual article.
